Mr. Bryan said he had no desire to be 
interviewed as he had gone through 
that ordeal so often that it would sim­ 
ply be a repetition of former talks.

Th«" 
coining of money and the printing of 
money!*a function of government, and 
only those can coin or print it to whom 
the government delegate« its sovereign 
power. The government that refuses to 
the citizen the right to «coin money must 
give to him the protection it takes from 
him and supply him with money enough 
to do business. The government, too, must 
pay the expense of coining money.
